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Carter avoids question 
of Lance's resignation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - “We’ll see 
about that later,” President Carter said 
today when asked whether embattled 
budget director Bert Lance should 
resign. Lance indicated he did not intend 
to quit. 
Carter ignored a subsequent question 
on whether he was not ruling out a Lance 
resignation as congressional committees 
lined up to hear testimony on the budget 
director’s personal bank loans and 
checking overdrafts. 
But the ten ta tiv e tone of the 
president’s answer indicated he might be 
having second thoughts about his 
previous strong statements of support 


for Lance, a longtime personal friend 
and fellow Georgian. 
Lance told reporters earlier today he 
would appear before the Senate Banking 
Committee later in the week and then 
“get back about the business of running 
0MB (the Office of Management and 
Budget)”. 
“I believe the American people believe 
in a sense of fairness,” Lance said. 
Banking C om m ittee Chairman 
Abraham Ribicoff, D-Conn., told Carter 
in a White House meeting Monday that 
Lance should resign. Today, Ribicoff 
told reporters that Lance’s Thursday ap­ 
pearance before the committee would 


have to be put off, apparently because of 
scheduling difficulties. 
The Lance controversy centers around 
|6 million in personal loans which he re­ 
ceived from Chicago and New York 
banks while he headed two Georgia 
banks. He also reportedly allowed 
himself and close relatives to overdraw 
their checking accounts by $450,000 at 
one of the Georgia banks. 
Ribicoff said today “I was wrong” 
when he accused the media six weeks 
ago of “smearing Bert Lance.” 
“I would say I was a little too strong on 
that,” Ribicoff said. “I wouldn’t say it 
again.” He said the Lance case “exposed 


the weakness in the Senate confirmation 
process.” 
Ribicoff and Charles Percy of Illinois, 
senior GOP committee member, met to­ 
day with former Defense Secretary 
Clark Clifford, who is now representing 
Lance. 
Ribicoff was asked if he thought Lance 
would resign. 
“ We can’t unconfirm him ,” said 
Ribicoff. “We didn’t hire him so we can’t 
fire him.” 
Ribicoff said Monday his committee 
investigators had turned up new allega­ 
tions of illegalities on the part of Lance 
before he joined the administration.

meet on canal plan 


safer than 
predicted 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter met with Panamanian strongman 
Omar Torrijos today for a White House 
discussion on Senate opposition to their 
controversial plan to turn the Panama 
Canal over to Panama. 
“It’s all very well organized,” Torrijos 
told Carter of his greeting as they stood 
behind the President’s Oval Office desk 
for photographers before closing the 
doors. “I hope so,” answered Carter in 
Spanish. 
Carter’s hopes also obviously extend to 
how well his battle lines are organized in 
the Senate — which must ratify the two 
treaties and where strong opposition has 
been voiced to giving the canal to 
Panama by the year 9000. 
An elaborate treaty signing ceremony 
is set W ednesday night a t the 
headquarters of the Organization of 
American States here. That will be at­ 
tended by visiting presidents or top of­ 
ficials from 24 Latin A m erican 
countries. 
Torrijos said Monday the treaties 
would correct "a historical mistake” 
which has seen the United States control 
the Canal for most of the 20th century. 
Earlier today, top U.S. and Panama­ 
nian negotiators initialed the treaties at 
a quiet State Depatment meeting. 
Torrijos and Carter both wore blue 


suits for today’s meeting. The president 
greeted Torrijos, an army general, in the 
arcade along the White House West Wing 
facing the Rose Garden. 
Carter was also meeting today with 
the Brazilian Vice President Adalberto 
Pereira Dos Santos and four Latin 
American presidents — Paraguay’s 
Alfredo Stroessner, Peru’s Francisco 
Morales Bermudez, Colombia’s Alfonso 
Lopez Michelsen and Chile’s Augusto 
Pinochet Urgarte. 
The latter’s presence in Washington 
has already sparked some protest 
demonstrations in view of Chile’s human 
rights record. 
T o d ay ’s in itia lin g by the two 


negotiating teams in a low-key State 
Department ceremony means that both 
sides agree that the text is closed, and 
will be offered for ratification in its pre­ 
sent form. Apart from fixing the 
language, it has no other force in law.

Freak fire victim 
dies, his brother 
still critical 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - An indict- 
ment was unsealed today charging South 
Korean businessman Tongsun Park with 
36 counts of conspiracy to bribe congres­ 
smen, defraud the government, mail 
fraud, racketeering and illegal campaign 
gifts. Former Rep. Richard Hanna, D- 
Calif., was named an unindicted co- 
conspirator. 
The indictment, returned Aug. 26. was 
unsealed by U.S. District Judge John 
Pratt at the request of the Justice 
Department. It also charged Park with 
failing to register as an agent of the 
South Korean government. 
In addition to Hanna, two former 
directors of the South Korean CIA were 
named unindicted co-conspirators. A 
number of present and former senators 
and representatives received Park’s con­ 
tributions, the indictment charged 
Attorney General Griffin Bell told a 
news conference his department’s probe 
is continuing, but he would not say 
whether Hanna or any other past or pre­ 
sent members of Congress would be in­ 
dicted. 
Bell said he will ask President Carter 
today to contact South Korean President 
Park Chung Hee to cooperate in return­ 
ing Park to the United States to stand 
trial. 
Between 1967 and the end of 1974, the 
indictment charged, Park “corruptly” 
gave or offered more than $75,000 in cash 
and other items of value to Hanna to in­ 
fluence him in his official work. 
The charges against Park carry max­ 
imum penalties ranging from 20 years 


and a $25,000 fine under the racketeering 
and corrupt organizations charge, to five 
years and $5,000 for political contribu­ 
tions by a foreign agent. 
The indictment said Hanna conspired 
from about 1967 to Dec. 31,1975, with the 
other unindicted 
co-conspirators, 
former KCIA directors Kim Hung Wook 
and Lee Hu Rak. 
The indictment charged Park funneled 
part of his commissions on sale of U.S. 
rice to South Korea to Hanna “with in­ 
tent to influence the decisions and ac­ 
tions” of various of Senate and House 
members on behalf of South Korea. 
Besides the rice sales commissions, 
the indictment said, in 1970 Park issued 
checks to the congressional election 
campaigns of Philip McMartin, $1,000; 
Morris Udall, $300, William Ayers, $500, 
Thomas Kleppe, $500; Frank Thompson, 
$100; Ross Adair, $500; Lawrence 
Hogan, $500; Melvin P rice, $500; 
Thomas Foley, $500; Kiki de la Garza, 
$500; Peter Frelinghuysen, $500; 
Also Spark Matsunaga. $500; Chester 
Mize, $500; John Murphy, $500; Nick 
Galifianakis, $500; William Broomfield. 
$1,000 ; and $500 each to the campaigns of 
Sens. Stuart Symington and Harry Byrd. 
The main goals of the rice sales con­ 
spiracy, the indictment alleged, were to 
increase military aid to South Korea; in­ 
crease the amount of the rice sales , get 
letters written to Korean President Park 
praising Tongsun Park; opposing reduc­ 
tion of U.S. military forces in Korea; and 
bringing American praise to the Korean 
regime.

An Orcutt man, Dale Kates, 30, 
remained in critical condition in the 
Sherman Oaks Bum Center today with 
injuries suffered in the freak explosion 
and fire that ignited fumes from a leak­ 
ing natural gas line in New Cuyama Mon­ 
day.

Authorities said the exhaust of the 
moving van being driven by the Kates 
brothers ignited a gas vapor cloud that 
had spread over Highway 166 from a leak 
in an Atlantic Richfield underground 
natural gas line. 
The explosion touched off a fire that 
swept over the van and spread to nearby 
grasslands. Firefighters from Santa Bar­ 
bara and Kern counties labored more 
than 17 hours before finally extinguishing 
the blaze. 
Highway 166 was blocked to traffic and 
residents were evacuated from a five- 
mile radius of the fire scene, 40 miles 
east of Twitchell Reservoir. 
Officials of the state department of in­ 
dustrial safety were investigating the in­ 
cident today. 


Hanafi Muslim takeover 
chief gets lengthy sentence 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Hanafi 
Muslim leader convicted of master­ 
minding the takeover of three buildings 
that resulted in the death of a young 
reporter last March today was sentenced 
to 41 to 123 years in prison. 
Hamaas Abdul Khaalis accepted the 
sentence without apparent emotion from 
Superior Court Judge Nicholas Nunzio, 
who ordered him returned to a max­ 
imum security cell at Lorton Refor­ 
matory. 


During the siege, 149 hostages were 
held at the B’nai B’rith international 
headquarters, the national Islamic 
Culture Center, and the District Buil­ 
ding, equivalent of city hall. 
Before he was sentenced, the Muslim 
told the judge; “This is my country. 
Allah will judge us all and it is a country 
on the road to self-destruction. And you 
can use my help. I won’t apologize for 
standing up for the respect and 
character of my faith. 


“It was a good deed.” 
He asked for leniency to continue his 
work as a Muslim leader. He referred to 
himself as a “fighting Muslim.” 
However, federal prosecutors are ask­ 
ing D.C. Superior Court Judge Nicholas 
S. Nunzio for life imprisonment. They 
petitioned Nunzio to give Hanafi leader 
Hamaas Abdul Khaalis, 55, sentences 
totaling 123 years. 
Hie prosecution claims only harsh 
penalties would deter others con­ 
templating terrorist acts. 
The government asked for a minimum 
of 45 years to life imprisonment for the 
11 Hanafi followers convicted of at least 
eight kidnaping charges, general con­ 
spiracy and one count of assault with a 
deadly weapon. 
Khaalis was convicted of the same 
charges plus one count of second degree 
murder, two of assault with intent to kill 
and 24 counts of kidnaping. Each convic­ 
tion carried a maximum penalty of life 
imprisonment.

(Editor’s note: This is the first of a 
two-part series exploring the proposed 
cable tv franchise which would take ef­ 
fect next year.) 
Lompoc City Attorney Alan Davidson 
will meet Sept. 9 with TelePrompTer 
Cable Television officials to finalize a 
new franchise to provide cable tv service 
for the city. 
The new franchise is necessary to 
replace a 15-year TelePrompTer pact 
which expires in September, 1978. 
Davidson will meet with Lompoc 
TelePrompTer Manager Joe Johnson to 
hash out any o b jectio n s h ig h er 
TelePrompTer officials have with the 
new agreement. 
Both Davidson and Johnson said the 
franchise is virtually complete and the 
meeting will be used to hammer out 
minor changes in wording. The pact 
would then go before City Council for ap­ 
proval as an ordinance. 
The new franchise, like the old, is for 
15 years — the maximum allowed under 
Federal Communication 
Commission 
(FCC) doctrines. But th ere , the 
similarities between the two end. 
Davidson said he basically ignored the 
old franchise and constructed the almost 
20-page cable contract "from scratch.” 
Davidson’s package is much more 
thorough and more than double the 
length of the previous franchise. It is 
more comprehensive for good reason, 
according to the city attorney. 
“When the old franchise was written,” 
Davidson explained, “cable tv was 
maybe 10 years old. The authors based 
(the old lease) on other cable tv leases 
written by guys who didn't know what 
they were doing — but they knew more 
than we did.” 
Davidson said he based the new agree­ 
m ent on a N ational In stitu te of 
Municipal Law Officers (NIMLO) or­ 
dinance and several other “ solid 
models” which included an archetype 
from the Cable Television Information 
Center in Washington, D.C. The СПС — 
designed to assist cities with cable tv 
franchises — also evaluated the new 
proposal and made suggestions, “ a 
number of which I took,” Davidson said. 
The city attorney has labored on the 
franchise for almost a year, writing no 
less than 11 drafts. And, Davidson said, 
“ there will be another one before we get 
through.” 
Davidson readily admits the document 
is a “ tough” franchise, but in the same 
breath he claims it is also equally fair. 
“ Sitting on the other side of the 
fence,” Johnson said, "I would say it is 
an excellent franchise. It’s a very strict 
franchise to operate under. But, it’s not 
so strict we can’t work under it.” 
The franchise was engineered, ac­ 
cording to its author, not to suit a 
specific cable company necessarily, but 
to adapt to any tv service the city might 
deal with in the near future. 
“ Hopefully, it’s a permanent docu­ 
ment ... as best as it can be.” 


Besides being the FCC ceiling, 
Davidson said he chose a 15-year dura­ 
tion because it allows for a return on 
capital investment by a company and 
“the longer term just adds to stability. 
“I’ve given them the stability of know­ 
ing they can come in here and make an 
investment and no one will reap the 
awards. On the other hand, I’ve given us 
the opportunity to renegotiate if the 
situation should arise.” 
The city attorney was referring to a 
clause in the franchise which calls for 
renegotiation sessions within 30 days of 
the fifth and tenth anniversary of the 
franchise. 
A paragraph in the renegotiation 
clause specifies service rate structures, 
free or discounted services, new 
technologies, performance and services, 
programming, customer complaints, 
privacy in human rights, franchise 
amendments, and judicial and FCC rul­ 
ings will be the topics of the five and ten- 
year sessions. Special renegotiation ses­ 
sions also may be called at any time. 
The franchise also promises to take a 
b i g g e r 
f i n a n c i a l 
b i t e 
out of 
TelePrompTer’s budget. 
Instead of the two per cent — about 
$11,000 — TelePrompTer previously 
paid, the new agreement requires three 
per cent of gross subscriber revenues as 
the franchise fee paid to the city. 
Johnson said this would amount to 
between $18,000 and $20,000. 
The FCC allows franchises to charge 
up to five per cent, but Johnson ex­ 
plained, “ if a city goes higher than three 
per cent, they have to justify why they 
need the money.” 
Johnson said it was too early to tell if 
the increased franchise fee would force a 
hike in subscriber rates. 
Another section of the proposed pact 
stipulates a $50,000 security deposit is 
required within 10 days after the 
franchise is accepted. 
However, TelePrompTer was spared 
the expensive outlay by the opening 
sentence of the clause which states the 
deposit will be paid, “except in the case 
of award to a present franchisee whose 
performance is acceptable (franchisee 
renewal) ...” 
“The deposit is for new companies. It 
is designed really to make sure a person 
is responsible. Anybody with $50,000 in 
up-front money is gonna be responsible,” 
Davidson said. 
“Basically,” he added, "(the security 
deposit) would be used to secure any 
debts due the city which could include 
the franchise fee if a company went 
bankrupt. If we have to take over costs of 
operation and maintenance or if we had 
to take over for any reason, Mainly, it’s 
just an economic arm on the franchisee 
to make them comply. 
“You can’t de much with $50,000, but it 
could help.” 
(Tomorrow, the second part of the 
series will look in more detail at how 
some new elements of the proposed 
franchise relate to the average sub­ 
scriber).

There was a sharp increase of 
24.3 per cent statewide in the 
number of stolen pickup trucks 
during the first six months of 
1977 compared with last year.

Two arrested in kidnaping 
of German industrialist 


BONN, West Germany (UPI) 
— Police arrested two persons 
today in connection with the 
kidnaping of a top W est 
German industrialist by urban 
guerrillas who killed his driver 
and three bodyguards, and 
reportedly threatened to exe­ 
cute their captive. 
K urt R ebm ann, Federal 
Prosecutor General, announced 
the arrests during a news con­ 
feren ce a t his office in 
Karlsruhe. He declined to name 
the two persons arrested. 
Government officials said 
they awaited some word from 
the urban guerrillas who seized 
Hanns-Martin Schleyer, presi­ 
dent of the West German 
Employers’ Association, Mon­ 
day. They assume the kid­ 
n ap ers w ill dem and the 
authorities free urban guerril­ 
las now in prison in return for 
Schleyer’s release. 
Rebmann said police study of 
the getaway car later aban­ 
doned by the kidnapers showed 


no signs of blood, an indication 
that neither Schleyer nor any of 
the guerrillas were wounded. 
Schleyer’s guards were so sur­ 
prised by the guerrilla sub­ 
machine gun attack that they 
never had a chance to return 
their fire, Rebmann said. 
Rebmann discounted calls be­ 
ing made to various newspaper 
offices around Germany by a 
man claiming to be speaking 
for the kidnapers. 
“We consider him just a man 
who has jumped on the running 
board.” Rebmann said. 
An anonymous telephone call 
to the Bild Zeitung newspaper 
said the 62-year-old Schleyer 
would be executed at 12:15 p.m. 
EDT today unless Andreas 
Baader, serving a life prison 
term for murder, is freed along 
with other terrorists. 
A second anonymous call to 
the DPA news agency said the 
Red Army Faction, the official 
name of the Baader-Meinhof 
band, was responsible for the 
Chinatown slayings 
believed for revenge 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The five persons slain in the 
Golden Dragon restaurant mas­ 
sacre were the innocent victims 
of an attack by three China­ 
town youth gang members bent 
on a v en g in g th e Ju ly 4 
‘‘firecracker shootings.” homi­ 
cide inspectors have disclosed. 
The ski-masked killers, who 
invaded the popular restaurant 
early Sunday, had intended to 
assassinate “ Wah Ching” gang 
members who were there at the 
time, Homicide Lt. Daniel 
Murphy told reporters Monday.

— Hungarian church leader 
Sandor Palotay said today 
American evangelist Billy 
Graham has changed his mind 
about communism, and other

Palotay, chairman of the 
Hungarian Council of Free 
Churches, said in an interview 
with the official news agency 
MTI that Graham’s visit to 
Hungary is altering his well- 
known position against com­ 
munism.

CHARLOTTE, N.C. (UPI) -

tents of a handwritten note 
found on the body of a white 
youth who killed one man and 
wounded three other persons in 
a 12-shot attack on 200 blacks at 
a Labor Day church picnic. 
The identity of the 17-year- 
old, who shot himself to death 
with a 30-30 rifle after the at­ 
tack Monday, also was being 
withheld pending a search for 
the youth’s parents. 
Officers hoped the parents 
could provide some reason for 
the young man’s apparently un­ 
provoked attack on the blacks. 
He wore a swastika on a red 
armband on his green work 
shirt. The note was found in a 
pocket of his khaki pants.

NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - 
Ugandan President Idi Amin 
ordered today that 12 high- 
ranking officals and business­ 
men die in a public execution 
for plotting to overthrow his 
government. 
Radio Kampala said in a 
broadcast monitored here that 
Amin signed death warrants for 
the 12 and set the execution for 
5 p m. Friday at the clock tower 
on the Entebbe Road outside 
the capital. 
The defendants were con­ 
demned Monday by a Ugandan 
military tribunal that ordered 
they be executed with the same 
guns they allegedly planned to 
use to overthrow Amin. 
The radio said members of 
the public would be allowed to 
watch the executions at the 
clock, which was built to honor 
a visit to the country by Queen 
Elizabeth II of Britain in 1959 
The Radio Kampala broad­ 
cast said religious leaders 
would be allowed to pray for the 
doomed men before they are 
executed. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Id e n tify in g “ in te n s iv e ’’ 
habitual criminals early and 
locking them up while they are 
young might do more to reduce 
crime than any rehabilitation 
or prevention efforts, a Rand 
Corporation study released to­ 
day suggested. 
The study based its findings 
on 49 inmates serving time in 
California for armed robbery 
All had extensive records and 
one-third were identified as 
professional “intensive" crimi­ 
nals who, interviews revealed, 
committed 10 times as many 
crimes as the others but were 
not arrested for them 
A majority of the 49 inmates 
said nothing would have pre­ 
vented their return to crime — 
not h arsh er tre atm e n t in 
prison, the possibilitiy of a 
longer sentence, stricter parole 
supervision or the certainty of 
being caught. 
The study did not state 
whether more professional or 
amateur criminals said nothing 
would have prevented their 
return to crime 
The study said crim inal 
justice authorities should sepa­ 
rate the professionals from the 
amateurs early enough to in­ 
capacitate the professionals by 
imprisoning them through their 
most active years. 
However, the study admits 
that distinguishing habitual 
criminals from amateur crimi­ 
nals remains a problem, since 
criminals who have extensive 
arrest records are usually 
am ateurs, while those with 
meager arrest records tend to 
be “ very active and dan­ 
gerous ” 


“Unfortunately, there is a 
poor correlation between a 
criminal’s actual behavior and 
his arrest record.” said Joan 
Petersilia. a criminologist who 
directed the research 
“ A meager arrest record 
often disguises a very active 
and dangerous criminal.” 
To identify professional 
criminals, the study recom- 


mended that better use be made 
of inform ation linking the 
suspect to other crimes besides 
the one he has been charged 
with. 
“ A more systematic attempt 
to investigate and legally prove 
additionalxcounts would un­ 
doubtedly help distinguish the 
intensives among habitual of­ 
fenders,” the report said. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
average worker is being ex­ 
ploited and needs stronger un­ 
ion leadership, Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown Jr. said Monday in a 
Labor Day speech that advocat­ 
ed “a decent job at a decent 
wage” for everyone who wants 
to and can work. 
Brow n, speaking at the 
Catholic 
Labor 
In stitu te’s 
Labor Day Breakfast, joined 
union, church and civil rights 
le ad ers in supporting the 
H u m p h rey -H a w k in s F u ll 
Employment Act. 
The governor said that the 
average worker today is still 
being exploited and that more 
must be done to meet the needs 
of the poor and the unem­ 
ployed. 
“We have to give labor the 
tools it needs to carry out an ef­ 
fective fight to create more 
jobs,” he said. “Those tools are 
labor laws that call for speedy 
elections and give the National 
Labor Relations Baord the 
clout to do somethng about 
employers who openly flout the 


lâW M 
Brown blamed California’s 
high unemployment rate on 
“right-to-work” laws in other 
states, which he said encour­ 
ages companies to move to 
those states to hire cheap, “ex­ 
ploited” labor. 
Organized labor, Borwn said, 
should stop “ sitting on its 
laurels and start moving to 
organize the unorganized.” 
He said there are “hundreds 
of people out of work” and that 
“we want to create jobs, jobs 
that are meaningful to those 
who don’t have a labor union 
and who are exploited for 
profits.” 
Figures released by Brown’s 
aides showed that California’s 
job growth went up 10 per cent 
a year since September, 1975, 
or 30 per cent faster than the 
national average. Unemploy­ 
ment in the state has dropped 39 


per cent compared to a 27 per 
cent drop nationally in the same 
period, the figures showed. 
L ater in the day Brown 
traveled to Pleasanton where 
he addressed a gathering of 
Alameda County trade un­ 
ionists and warned m ulti­ 
national corporations to stay 
out of California unless they 
guarantee “economic justice 
for all workers.” 
“We take capital accumulat­ 
ed by the sweat of American 
Labor and export it to foreign 
sweatshops and then import it 
to com pete with our own 
goods,” the governer said 
“Multinational corporations 
that don’t want economic 
justice for all workers, let’s tell 
them to keep their products out 
of California and out of the 
United States.” 
The governor singled out the 
Dow Chemical Co., which 
canceled plans for a multi­ 
billion dollar plant in the 
Sacramento Delta earlier his 
year.

'Curious' boy sitter 
needed sex ed 


DEAR ABBY: The letter about 
whether to have a boy baby-sitter caught 
my eye because of an experience we had 
years ago.

ticles based on last week’s public forum 
sponsored by the TriCounties Area 
Agency on Aging (AAA) to determine 
needs of local senior citizens). 
“They’re griping to me all the time,” 
Barry Wilson said. 
But most of the senior citizens at­ 
tending last week’s public forum sat 
glued to their seats. 
Purpose of the forum, held by the Tri- 
County Commission for Senior Citizens 
Area Agency on Aging, was to assess the 
needs of local senior citizens. 
If one were to believe the lack of 
audience participation at the forum it 
could only be construed to mean that 
Lompoc senior citizens have no major 
needs that aren’t currently being met. 
Yet Wilson, who deals with the seniors 
all the time, knows differently. 
On the Senior Advisory Council for 
Community Action Commission (CAC) 
and a member of its board of directors, 
Wilson also is vice chairperson for the 
Santa Barbara Senior Citizens nutrition 
projects council as well as a member of 
the Lompoc Valley Area Council and a 
member of the board of directors of 
CAC. 
The forum was one of six being held in 
regions of Santa Barbara County to con­ 
stitute Phase I required of AAA by the 
State of California Department of Aging 
to assess the needs of senior citizens. 
AAA was well-represented at the 
forum with titles ranging from com­ 
munity research person and county com­ 
munity consultant to organization presi­ 
dent making up around one-sixth of the 
approximately 60 people gathered. 
Among those prepared to absorb the 
"input" from local seniors were AAA 
president Bernardine Hall, Nancy 
Roberts and Elsa Miller, both serving on 
the AAA Advisory Council, and Mayor 
Charlotte Benton. 
People attending the forum were 
handed a list of 19 concerns and asked to 
select six of the most important to them 
plus any other needs they mi^it feel. 
First speaker was Marjorie White 
who, though not herself a senior citizen, 
expressed her care: 
"I’m concerned,” Mrs. White said, 


"about the senior who is just about SSI 
(Supplemental Security Income) level 
and not eligible for a lot of the services 
because their income is just |5 or 16 
above, yet have terrific expenses to meet 
— especially medical. 


“I think this is the forgotten senior,” 
she said. 


She listed her other concerns: es­ 
calating utility bills: “When seniors get 
an increase, everyone jumps to take a 
little more, and the poor senior is left $10 
in the hole.” 


Though she thinks Lompoc District 
Hospital and long-term care are doing a 
"beautiful job” they’re still not meeting 
the needs of seniors who, due to lack of 
facilities, may have to go out of the area 
and be separated from their loved ones 
in their final days when they most need 
them. 
She doesn’t think the home worker as­ 
signed to take care of them for two or 
three days is sufficient and sees a great 
need for intermediate care. 


She would like the telephone com­ 
pany’s “Lifeline” service available in 
Lompoc whereby each senior could 
make limited calls on a phone of his own 
at low cost. 


And so far as listening to the needs of 
the aged, she feels nationwide the Com­ 
mission on Aging hears those living in 
the big cities and urban areas because 
they can make more noise “where we 
are little tiny drops in a large puddle. We 


have our little say out here but we have 
such a weak voice we kind of feel like 
we’re missed.” 


It was also asked why something can’t 
be done about dental services — perhaps 
letting dental trainees make dental 
plates at cost plus because “How many 
seniors can afford $400 to $500 for a new 
set of plates?” It was suggested that all 
types of dental work be Included in this 
plan. 


A few brought their personal con­ 
cerns: 
One man was having difficulties with 
the trailer park in which he lived and 
also was protesting a mandatory $3.10 
fee he said Southern California Gas Com­ 
pany was going to charge each resident 
for meter installation. 
Another woman protested that when 
her husband died several years ago he 
was lacking two quarters of having paid 
enough money into Society Security 
which has deprived her from any of the 
benefits to which she would otherwise be 
entitled. 
Still another was having difficulty 
between her medical doctor and health 
insurance company. 


Clearly sound legal advise and counsel­ 
ing rated high on their list of priorities. 
But they were seeking answers from 
AAA — which, for the most part, did not 
seem to have that kind of information 
available.

A hobby is a private and personal 
pastime 
An interest pre-supposes 
work or struggle toward a goal. 
A hobby just passes time. An in­ 
terest uses time. 
We are not playing word games 
here. 
A person newly come from 
the working world enters the world 
of hobbies with a sense of dismay. 
It’s a serious problem. So long as 
directors of senior activities 
overemphasize “hobbies" we are in 
trouble The possibility of taking a 
responsible place as contributors to 
society is lost to us. 
We can be 
overlooked, disregarded. 
We are 
classed with children. 
We are 
treated as nonentities 
More important, we need to dis­ 
cuss the hobbies situation with our 
middle-aged sons and daughters, 
They are now working, bringing up 
our grandchildren They participate 
in the work of the world They are 
something. We are nothing. How 
will they fare when their turn comes 
to spend their lives puttering about 
aimlessly? 
Study of the matter can lead to 
one conclusion only: 
The hobbies 
must be turned into interests. A con­ 
scious effort must be made to re­ 
educate us as retired Americans. 
We must search out our qualities, 
must make our abilities accessible. 
Self-respect demands that we 
make something out of our hobbies. 
The center director offers brushes, 
a palette, a place to work and 
modicum of advice. Note that the 
word is “work,” not "shmeer ” 
You may discover after working on 
a canvas or several canvases that

Try 
birdwatching, writing, handicrafts, 
with serious efforts to excel. 
Do 
something which will stamp you as a 
competent producer in the field of 
your choice. 
Hobbies which merely use up time 
diminish you. 
Hobbies which 
become serious interests establish 
your status. They reassert your 
right to a place of distinction in 
society. 
The image we seniors present to 
the world is important. People ask 
a child: “What do you want to be 
when you grown up?” When they 
speak to an elderly person they ask: 
“What do you expect to do when you 
retire?” 
The implication, the as­ 
sumption, is that we retirees can’t 
possibly, be anything once we’ve 
stopped working for wages. 
There is a hidden nobility within 
all of us. It was there through all 
our many years of toil. We bore the 
stresses forced upon us by the need 
to make a living. But somewhere, 
some time in our lives, a spark of 
godliness lighted up our hearts. 
Now, in retirement we can at last, 
dig into our past and rekindle the 
dreams so long denied. 
In his book "A God Within." Rene 
Dubos, the eminent bacteriologist 
and Pulitzer Prize-winning author, 
speaks of a fundamental pattern of 
life that survives as long as the 
whole survives. He quotes from a 
sonnet by Michelangelo: 
The best of artists has that 
thought alone which is contained 
within the marble shell. 


The sculptor’s hand can only 
break the spell.

Let people ask us, “What do you 
want to be when you retire?” Let us 
answer them courageously. “We 
will be artists. 
We will be politi­ 
cians. We will join in the struggle to 
assure a richer life for those in need. 
We will contribute as we can and 
work to perfect our qualities as 
useful members of society.” 


Early this month a play by 80- 
year-old Harry Granick was 
presented by the PAF Playhouse in 
Huntington, N Y. 
The title was 
“The Bright and Golden Sand.” 
The play tells the story of the 
Granick family’s early and con­ 
tinued experiences in the United 
States. 
Quoting the thoughtful 
review by Allan Wallach, “The 
greatest triumph in the play is ex- 
peienced by the aging Baba Liza.” 
As Granick tells it in the play, Liza 
dug back into her youthful ex­

Directors of the Solvang 
M u n icip al 
Im provem ent 
District have reiterated a posi­ 
tion taken last May in which 
they said the district will not 
directly commit itself to the 
purchase of State Project 
water. 
SMID was among all water 
purveyors in the county who 
received recently a sample 
resolution from the Santa Bar­ 
bara County Flood Control and 
Water Conservation District 
relative to making a commit­ 
ment for state water purchase. 
In answer to the latest 
request from the county water 
group, SMID said it could offer 
no commitment, but pointed 
out, as it did in May, that “ we 
are located within the Santa 
Ynez River Water Conservation 
District and obtain a portion of 
our supply from that district.” 
SMID, in its reply, said it would 
expect the SYRWCD "to con­ 
sider our requirements in their 
commitment.” 
In view of imminent improve­ 
ments to the town’s water supp­ 
ly system. SMID has asked for 
a delay from the Insurance Ser­ 
vices Office for a review of dis­ 
trict fire defenses to establish a 
national fire rating for Solvang 
for insurance purposes.

Mathiasen reported that the 
last official grading for Solvang 
was made in 1965 and “ as 
gradings should be undertaken 
on a 19-year cycle, the agency 
wishes to schedule Solvang 
within the next several months 
unless there are major im­ 
provements that might affect 
the grading.”

She 
left before the Labor Day event at In­ 
dianapolis Raceway Park was over and 
was not available for comment. 
Only the Seattle drags in two weeks re­ 
main before the Winston World Finals at 
Ontario, Calif., Oct, 7-9. 
Frank Bradley, Napa, Calif., is fifth in 
the standings and could have beat 
Muldowney if he had won both In­ 
dianapolis and Seattle with top speeds and 
times, then won at Ontario. But Baca 
eliminated Bradley in the third round 
Baca, who owns several carpeting 
stores in California, had an elapsed time 
of 5.99 and a final speed of 236 22 miles 
an hour for his first time in the finals of 
the U.S. National Tharp, of Houma, La., 
was clocked at 6.16 and a speed of 240.64 
at the end of the quarter-mile.

Allison, who again took command at 


the 260th lap during a Pearson pit stop, 
held the lead going into the pits on lap 
344, but Pearson’s pit crew, which 
poured about four gallons into his Mer­ 
cury in 4.2 seconds, was 3.5 seconds 
faster.

But he rose to the occasion, birdied the 
ninth, and had things his way from then 
on. 
“I really wanted that birdie on the 
ninth,” said Wadkins, whose second win 
in four w eek s pushed his 1977 
earnings to $238.920 “I felt if I could 
take the lead there, I’d be in the driver’s 
seat going to the back side, which I 
usually play best.” 
Wadkins was right. He followed the 
birdie on the ninth with another on 10, 
tacked on another on 12 and, when he bir­ 
died the 14th, he had a fourshot lead over 
his closest rival. 


He also birdied the 16th and 17th and, 
despite a bogey on the final hole, bet­ 
tered Ray Floyd's previous 72-bole 
Firestone course record of 268 by one 
shot. 
Weiskopf, who birdied the first four 
holes and “conceivably could have bir­ 


died all nine,” called his round "the best 
nine holes I’ve ever played.” He finished 
with a 65. 
“I thought I put all the pressure I could 
on Lanny,” said Weiskopf, who is 
through playing golf for the year and is 
now on his way to Alberta, Canada, on a 
bighorn sheep hunt. 
“He (Wadkins) just played perfect 
golf. He never looked worried and that’s 
why he’s the champion.” 
Weiskopf and Hale Irwin, who trailed 
by only one shot when the day began but 
could never make a charge, finished se­ 
cond to Wadkins with eight-under-par 272 
totals, earning $35,000 each. Irwin had a 
closing-round 69. 
Mark Hayes, who also had a 69 Mon­ 
day, finished alone in fourth, picking up

P O L L Y ’S P R O B L E M 


DEAR POLLY — RECENTLY 1 was given a pair of 
old feather pillows I would like to know how to wash 
these feathers or would it be better to have this done. — 
B B 
DEAR B.B. — The decision to have this done by a 
commercial laundry or to do It yourself would have to be 
your decision but I will tell you how to do it at home. The 
condition of the pillows may influence your decision. 
After fluffing one up and then holding it on the palm of 
your hand if the feathers sag toward each end they real­ 
ly need work. 
When washed In your own automatic washer first open 
an inch of the seam at each end of FEATHER pillows 
and then pin together with safety pins. Fill washer with 
warm or cold water and two pillows can be put in at one 
time. When put in water, press down on pillow to expel 
any air. Add a heavy-duty detergent and run washer at 
regular speed for about 10 minutes. Sew up ticking 
before drying. Set dryer at speed for regular fabrics and 
tumble until dry which will he about two hours. Drying 
wet feathers may cause an odor so do not be alarmed. 
The above is recommended by various authorities but 
for FEATHER pillows only. - POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY - Sometimes I am called away or get busy 
doing something else after I have baked round layers for a 
cake and they completely cool in the pans I found that setting 
them on top of a pan of boiling water for two or three minutes 
loosens them and they pop right out of the pans with no cracks 
in the bottom or sides They are then ready to frost; the short 
time over the boiling water does not heat up the cake part. 
This is especially nice if I am cooking something that requires 
boiling water — GLORIA.

In "Bridge is Beautiful’’ 
Paul CromeTin gives this hand 
to show how declarer should 
take advantage of every little 
extra chance. He is tn three 
notrump. Never mind how he 
got there. The contract is a 
good one and will be ironclad 
as long as the diamond suit 
can be brought in with just one 
loser. 
Paul points out that the 
average declarer plays second 
hand low at trick one without 
stopping to think. He wins the 
trick with his ace or queen of 
hearts and leads the king of 
diamonds East takes his ace 
and leads back a heart Now 
South leads his queen of 


diamonds and I£ast shows out 
The hand collapses and in­ 
stead of making nine tricks 
South is likely to make only 
six 
South should go up with 
dummy's king of hearts at 
trick one Then he leads the 
first diamond from dummy. 
East plays his ace, but 
catches a small diamond not 
an honor. South gets five 
diamonds, two spades, two 
hearts, game and rubber. 
Note that this gains only 
because East held a singleton 
ace of diamonds Against any 
other combination it would 
not have hurt South to win that 
first trick in his own hand

WASHINGTON (NEA) - When the 
government 10 years ago initiated an ex­ 
perimental program of making cash 
g r a n ts 
to

maintenance” to the poor, federal of­ 
ficials tried to cloak the project in 
secrecy because the idea was so con­ 
troversial. 
A decade later, that 
concept — also known 
as a "negative income 
tax” or "income sup­ 
port” — has gained 
such broad acceptance 
that President Carter 
h as m ade it th e 
cen terp iece of his 
proposal for far- 
reaching structural 
reform of the federal 
welfare system. 
But the nagging 
question rem ains. 
Will a government program that 
provides cash assistance to low-income 
families and individuals encourage a 
substantial number of poor people now 
holding jobs to "quit work and live off 
welfare?” 
The working poor historically have 
received no benefits from the nation’s 
welfare system. As a result. Carter is 
attempting something no other president 
has ever done — to mix work and 
welfare. 
A current example: To be eligible for 
"unemployed parent” benefits from the 
biggest of the federal welfare programs, 
Aid to Families of Dependent Children or 
AFDC, the male head of the family must 
be totally unemployed and have ex­ 
hausted all unemployment compensation 
benefits. 
Carter announced his proposal only 
last month, but those who designed much 
of his program and will be required to 
administer it if Congress approves the 
reform have been quietly working since 
1967 to find the right formula for combin­ 
ing work and welfare. 
They are the federal officials at the Of­ 
fice of Income Security Policy Research 
in the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare, who have conducted four 
separate experiments involving payment 
of more than $7 5 million worth of "in­ 
come maintenance” grants.

of Iowa and North Carolina. 
The third involved poor blacks in Gary, 
Ind., while the last was aimed at whites, 
blacks and hispanics in Denver and Seat­ 
tle. With the exception of the final 
Denver-Seattle project, results of the ex­ 
periments now are being made available 
to those who request the information. 
The key statistic in each week was the 
husband, invariably the principal wage 
earner in the participating families, 
after two years of receiving "negative 
income tax” payments. 
Total hours worked declined — but 
only slightly — in each case The reduc­ 
tion was 6 per cent in New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania, 1 per cent in Iowa and 
North Carolina, and 7 per cent in Gary. 
For wives, the decline in the average 
number of hours worked was much more 
marked — 31, 27 and 17 per cent, respec­ 
tively — but in each case wives were 
usually only casual or part-time workers 
before the federal payments began. 
In Gary, the average number of hours 
worked by m others who headed 
fatherless households, by far the most 
common type of family unit now receiv­ 
ing welfare assistance, dropped by only a 
nominal 5 per cent. 
There is also evidence of other, limited 
benefits from the new system. In North 
Carolina, pre-high school students whose 
poor families received the new benefits 
recorded a 30 per cent reduction in 
absenteeism and 6 2 per cent increase in 
academic grades. 
The Carter program still faces a con­ 
siderable controversy, both on Capitol 
Hill and within the electorate. But the 
results of the experiments clearly justify 
a full trial for a new approach to welfare 
which offers real hope for improvement 
over a thoroughly discredited current 
system. 


WASHINGTON - In one of the most 
dramatic episodes of the Korean in­ 
vestigation. the demure, petite Korean 
beauty, Suzi Park Thomson, suddenly 
turned the tables on her congressional 
accusers behind closed doors last month. 
She sweetly refused to answer ques­ 
tions about her alleged role in influenc­ 
ing congressm en. 
Instead, she offered to 
answer all questions in 
open session where 
her responses couldn’t 
be distorted. 
She 
feared any testimony 
taken in secret might 
be twisted and leaked 
to the press. 
But the assembled 
members of the House 
E thics 
C om m ittee 
were concerned that 
her answers might 
embarrass innocent congressmen. They 
wanted to screen her testim ony, 
therefore, before making it public. 
Rep. Millicent Fenwick, R-N.J., ex­ 
plaining that open hearings might 
defame people, demanded specifics from 
Thomson before opening the doors. 
Did she know Korean influence peddler 
Tongsun Park? 
Had she knowledge of 
any Korean payments to members of 
Congress? 
"Yes,” she had met Park "several 
years ago,” she said. But she refused to 
elaborate, or to discuss whether she 
knew about the payoffs. 
The congresswoman pressed until 
Thomson, like a fragile Korean doll sud­ 
denly come to life, protested plaintively. 
They were worried about other people’s 
reputations on Capitol Hill, she pouted; 
what about her rights? 
They were 
spending the taxpayers’ money to seek 
the truth about the Korean allegations; 
then why not let her tell her story to the 
taxpayers out in the open, she asked 
The flare-up, out of character for the 
coy Korean girl, was preceded by an 
earlier confrontation between her at­ 
torney and the committee. The attorney, 
Philip Hirschkop, said he had tried to 
cooperate with the committee staff but 
that it had violated a letter of agree 
ment. 
The staff had tried to question 
Thomson, he said, "without me being 
present, which was totally out of order.” 
He told the committee bluntly: "I 
don’t trust the staff.” 
Therefore, he 
would not permit his client to tell her 
story, he said, unless the public and the 
press were admitted. "In terms of my 
experience with the staff,” he said, 
"leaks have caused her devastating 
damage. She has been maligned for trips 
she took.” 
He claimed she had been taken on 
Korean trips, as a U.S. citizen and con­ 
gressional employe, because of her 
Korean background. "It was as basic as 
the situation where they took black peo­ 
ple to Africa and Spanish people to 
Spain.”

Then he added as an aside: “Both 
senior members of this committee were 
on one of the trips.” To the best of our 
information, only the committee’s top 
Republican. Rep. Floyd Spence, R-S.C., 
traveled to the Far East with a 
delegation that brought Suzi Park 
Thomson along. 
“ Because of leaks," 
Hirschkop 
charged, "she was maligned.” 
Responded counsel Thomas Fortuin: 
"Since I don’t know what your client is 
going to say and what ramifications this 
may have on other people, we are not 
willing to have your client testify in open 
session, initially.” 
Hirschkop asked whether the secrecy 
was for Thomson’s protection. 
"No,” conceded Fortuin. “It is to 
protect anyone who may be incriminated 
by her testimony.” 
Before they could 
permit her to make a public appearance, 
he said, they would have to "thrash this 
out as to how the rights of congressmen 
and others can be violated.” 
Retorted Hirschkop: "She has never 
received payments from anybody. If you 
ask the general question first, you 
wouldn’t have to worry about defaming 
anybody.” 
She wanted to cooperate with the com­ 
mittee. he said, but "it will have to be 
under some guidelines where she has 
some protection, where the staff can’t 
take advantage in violation of all the 
ethics of our profession. 
I will never 
send her down here alone again. It is a 
lion’s den.” 
Fortuin warned gravely that Thomson 
"may be held in contempt.” 
"I am familiar with the power of 
Congress,” snapped Hirschkop, "but

threats won't get us any place in this 
proceeding.” 
“I am not threatening you,” replied 
the committee counsel. "I am simply 
asking upon what legal grounds you are 
advising your client not to testify?” 
“That’s all I am going to tell you.” 
said Hirschkop. "Let’s not play games.” 
Fortuin persisted until the attorney ap­ 
pealed to the congressmen. "I can’t im­ 
agine the members trying to put this 
woman’s back against a wall,” said 
Hirshkop. 
He charged that the press, feeding on 
leaks, was ruining Thomson. "The new 
media has seriously maligned her,” he 
declared. "There is no way to prevent 
leaks from a proceeding such as this.” 
He complained: "She has been unable 
to become re-employed on Capitol Hill, 
where she spent so many years. She is 
accused of having a congressm an’s 
children, which is grossly untrue; taking 
pay-offs, which is grossly untrue.” 
"These meetings are in executive ses­ 
sion.” responded Fortuin. "The commit­ 
tee has almost a perfect record as to 
leaks.” 
But the attorney would not be 
deterred. "She is refusing to testify un­ 
der this situation today because it has 
been so destructive to her. There have 
been articles in sex magazines.” 
It took a contempt-of-Congress threat 
finally to get Thomson to answer specific 
questions at a subsequent secret session. 
As we previously reported, she denied 
any personal role in the Korean scandal 
but testified reluctantly that the 
wheeling-dealing Tongsun Park used to 
pick up messages in Speaker Thomas 
"Tip” O’Neill’s office.

Light at end of tunnel?

As Stanley C. Hatch so aptly put it a 
few weeks ago, a lot of things do seem to 
be coming together in terms of decisions 
on water, at least on the local level. 
Hatch, legal counsel for the Santa Ynez 
River Water Conservation District, is in 
a unique position to observe the myriad 
complexities that sur­ 
round the water ques­ 
tion 
The Santa Bar­ 
bara attorney repre­ 
sents not only the 
water district, but also 
Improvement District 
1. in the Solvang area 
and has found it 
valuable to monitor 
what happens on the 
South Coast and in 
county government in 
order to keep his 
clients informed. 
More than all that, the county advisory 
committee on water, citizen arm of the 
County Water Agency, has leaned heavi­ 
ly on Hatch’s unerring skills with 
language. There were times when the 
committee and some of its subunits 
turned to Hatch in sheer desperation and 
asked for language that could be 
embraced by all political factions. 
So it is that when Hatch sees some 
daylight at the end of the tunnel, it’s a 
hopeful sign. 
Locally, the Lompoc City Council will 
consider a resolution tonight which 
would commit the city to 2,500 acre feet 
of stale project water with initial 
deliveries coming in 1985 or 1986 The 
County Water Agency has asked all en­ 
tities to make commitments for the sum 
of the county’s ultimate share of 57,700 
acre feet of annual entitlement by Sept. 
20 
City Attorney Alan Davidson had 
originally asked his council to delay ac­ 
tion until receipt of a special report by 
Thomas M Stetson, engineer consultant 
for the Santa Ynez River Water Conser­ 
vation District Stetson told his board 
(SYRWCD) that he would have the 
report by the last week in August, but 
delivery has been delayed until tonight 
when the board meets in Santa Ynez If 
Boyd Bettencourt of Santa Ynez, 
secretary for the board, has a copy of the 
report for tonight, conceivably Davidson 
will have one for his council. If that 
proves to be true, the council could take 
action tonight, signing the resolution and 
in effect getting the city on track and in 
conformance with County Water Agency 
requests 
There are other questions on water 
particularly in the light of expert state- 


m ents last week, linking the un­ 
derground basins in the Lompoc Valley 
areas. Donald O. Asquith, geologist and 
official of Envincom, Corp., writers of 
an Environmental Impact Report on the 
proposed expansion of the Mesa Oaks 
project, and Charles H 
Lawrance, 
engineer-manager of the Water Agency, 
both said the Lompoc Uplands and Lom­ 
poc Plain are interconnected. 
By extension, then, what affects one 
basin, affects the other, at least indirect­ 
ly That fact, if it is a fact, would seem to 
make it imperative for Anton Gamier, 
chief of Mission Hills Water Co., to file a 
committment for some state project 
water entitlement. Gamier has told 
some individuals, informally that he 
wants some of the imported water, but 
there was no indication last week that he 
was going to act to meet the Sept. 20 
deadline. In the meantime, Don Lewis, 
developer of Mesa Oaks and, elsewhere, 
developers of a future 900-acre ranchette 
project east of Mission Hills, say they 
will drill new wells to provide water for 
their projects as required. Lewis, literal­ 
ly told an environmental quality hearing 
in Lompoc last week, that he was 
prepared to do whatever was necessary 
to provide sufficient water for the expan­ 
sion of Mesa Oaks. 
Many observers believe all this will 
force Garnier to act and soon. State 
health department officials have stated 
that Mission Hills Water Co. is not 
meeting the requirements of their state 
permit and would have to improve the 
Mission Hills system in order to properly 
serve present Mission Hills customers. 
There are those who believe the state 
will not go on forever before finally 
clamping down on the company. 
The question of sewer service in Mis­ 
sion Hills is a half step removed from 
considerations of water, but the two 
questions are inextricably linked. Both 
services are provided by the same 
management, even though they have dif­ 
ferent company names and both are 
questions that affect the environment in 
addition to vitally affecting the health 
and welfare of the customers. 
Gamier has stated repeatedly that he 
believes he should bring Lompoc Utility 
Services Co. into the Lompoc Valley 
Regional 
W astew ater 
T reatm ent 
system. He told this reporter about a 
week ago and more recently, apparently, 
others, that he would seek Public 
Utilities Commission approval for a 
raise to finance the $281,000 cost of join­ 
ing the system 
A letter from the PUC dated Aug 30, 
notes: "Our records fail to show any ap- 


plication by either Lompoc Utility Ser­ 
vices Co. or Anton Garnier to raise 
sewer rates to finance entry into the 
Lompoc Regional Sewer Plant.” 
Lompoc City Administrator Gene 
Wahlers in a letter to the county’s en­ 
vironmental quality staff, said essential­ 
ly that the first item on the list for Gar­ 
nier would be to clear up the question of 
some $20,000 in engineering costs in­ 
curred by Lompoc Utility Services Co., 
with the city before final negotiations on 
bringing the company’s service area into 
the system 
In short, steps vital to the future 
operation of the utilities in Mission Hills 
have not been taken 
And all that uncertainty in the face of 
talk about expanding the Mission Hills 
Water Co. service area; and of the logic 
of joining the regional sewer system.
